The outstanding act of the administration was the 


caJliiv. and directing the peace conference, the result of 
that 
< ..iit'crence can really be claimed as the fruit of the 


udniih-.-tration's work. 


While, to be sure, a democratic senator was one of 


the delegates, at the same time it was a republican presi- 
dent who made the appointment. 


The settlement of the Shantung controversy, the 


termination of the Anglo-Japanese alliance, and the first 
great step toward disarmament, are therefore the fruits 
of the administration. 
' 


We should aNo appreciate that the administration 


is addressing itself to cutting1 down expense, and keeping 
within the budget. 


As to the question of the revenue measure, or the 


taxation law, time alone will determine whether under it 
sufficient revenue will be raised to meet the tremendous- 
ly high expense, under which the government will neces- 
sarily be.placed for years to come. 


As Congressman Fess said in his address here at the 


Kiwanis club, "We must never expect to get back to the 
conditions of taxation as prevailed before the war.'' 
Owing to our great debt, we will be under a budget each 
year of expenditure at least four times as great as the 
amount prevailing prior to the world war.
